about eduéation at all. They ree- 
ognize one undeniable fact: The 
people ‘of Elba would vote in 
alcohol or dance with the devil 
himself. to. prevent ~ being 
merged into the Coffee County 
School System. Let-me stress at 
this point that Lam not advocat- 
ing ‘such .a~ consolidation. 
However, if we were all honest, 
we would admit that our-dual 
system i§ a gross waste. of tax- 
payer’s money, With our popu- 
lation, how can you justify two 
superintendents’ salaries, two 
central office complexes, tobe 
maintained, - operated’ ~ and 
staffed?

Alfred Adler, one of the 
fathers of modern psychiatry, 
names this drum major instinct 
the dominant impulse in human 
nature. He thinks the desire for 
recognition and distinction is 
stronger than that of sex, which 
Freud put first. This craving for 
significance explains why so 
many are “joiners”, If we are 
nol important persons we can 
become so by joining lodges, 
clubs or secret societies. Little 
fellows that don't count, get 
into something that does.
